MOVE WHEAT LABORERS

S. Railway Agent, I. McNair, 
has just handed th*1 News a letter 
from J. E. McMahon, superintend­ 
ent of the Santa Fe, in which is 
quoted a statement given out by the 
Director 
General 
of 
Railroads, 
which show’s what the railway ad ­ 
m inistration is doing in aa effort 
to help the wheat growers of the 
west in the m atter of transporting 
labor. 
The statement follows: 
“ About three months ago it was 
suggested to the Railroad Adm in­ 
istration that a special rate of one 
cent a mile be made for the move­ 
ment of farm laborers into the K a n ­ 
sas wheat fields during the harvest 
season which is just now* on. This 
was denied because It was deemed 
impracticable to make such reduced 
rates for one class of labor w ith­ 
out making similar rates for other 
classes of labor and therefore the 
effect would have been a serious re­ 
duction of the i*avenues of the rail­ 
roads. 
It 
wa> suggested to those 
preposing the special rates that o th ­ 
e r a rran g em en ts could be made for 
the movement of the farm labor in­ 
to the Karmas wheat fields.

of reports that difficulty is being
